CONNECTING TO EXTERNAL EQUIPMENT 


You can connect the KS-2 to external equipment in order to display lyrics 
from a CD+G disc and to provide further amplification. 


CONNECTING TO A TELEVISION CONNECTING TO AN EXTERNAL AMPLIFIER 

Provided you are playing a CD+G disc, you will be able to connect the KS-2. You can connect the KS-2 to an external amplifier to further amplify the 
to a television to display the song lyrics.

your television. If you do not have a VIDEO IN socket on your television, it is 

possible to use the supplied phono/scart adapter and use an available scart 

socket on the rear of your television). You will then need to select the AV 

channel on your television in order to view the lyrics.

AUX OUTPUT VIDEO OUT 
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EXTERNAL AMPLIFIER 
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USING THE CD+GRAPHICS PLAYER 


The KS-2 is fitted with a conventional CD player, but has been enhanced 
with graphics output ability for playing karaoke discs. In order to view the 
lyrics of a song it is important to ensure that when buying karaoke discs, they 
are ‘CD + Graphics’ or ‘CD+G’ discs. 




















LCD DISPLAY 
The KS-2 is fitted with an LCD display (15, pg 3) which, when a CD/ 


CD+Graphics disc is loaded, will show information including track number 
and track time. To load a CD, first push the OPEN/CLOSE 


button on top of the CD lid. 








TO LOAD ACD 

Press the OPEN/CLOSE button on the top of the CD lid (16, pg 3) to open 
the CD door. Place a CD into the CD drive with the label uppermost. Once 
the CD lid is fully closed the CD will automatically load. You will then hear the 
CD spinning and the LCD display will show ‘ CLOSE ‘. 





TO PLAY ACD 

To commence playing a CD, press the PLAY/PAUSE button (3, pg 3) 

once. This will start playing the CD from the first available track. The LCD 

display will now show the track number being played and the track timer will 

commence. If you are using a CD+Graphics disc you will be able to hear 

both audio and view the lyrics on an external television. Place a CD into the CD drive with the label 
uppermost. Then close the lid. 











TO PAUSE A CD 

To pause a CD during playback, press the PLAY/PAUSE button. This will 
temporarily stop the CD at this point. To recommence play, press the PLAY/ 
PAUSE button once again. 





To play/ pause a CD press the PLAY/PAUSE 
button. 


TO STOP ACD 

To stop playing a CD, press the STOP button once. The LCD display will now 
show the total number of tracks on the CD and the total time. All functions 
will be cancelled, to resume playback from the first available track on the CD 
press the PLAY/PAUSE button once. 


TO SKIP TRACKS ON A CD 

It is possible to change the track being played, either forwards of backwards 
through the CD track listing. When searching a CD for a track, the total time 
of each track will be displayed on the LCD display. To advance to the next 
track, press and release the SKIP UP button (12, pg 3) once. To advance 
the track again, repeatedly press and release the SKIP UP button until the 
desired track is located. 


To select a previous track, press and release the SKIP DN button (13, pg 3) 
continuously until the desired track is located. Pressing the SKIP DN button 
once during playback will return to the beginning of the current playing 
track. 


TO FAST SEARCH THROUGH A CD TRACK 
It is possible to search through the current track being played in order to find 
a desired position in a song. 


To search forward through a track, press and hold the SKIP UP button, 
release this button when you wish to stop the search and continue playback. 
To reactivate the search, press and hold the SKIP UP button again. 


To search backwards through a CD track, follow the above instructions but 
using the SKIP DN button. 


NOTE: The search up/down feature is disabled when playing CD+Graphics 
discs. This is due to the fact that the video signal becomes illegible during 
the search operation. 
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To stop a CD, press the STOP button. 





To advance to the next track on a CD, press 
the SKIP UP button

To select a previous track on the CD, press 
SKIP DN. 


PROGRAMMED PLAY 
The Pop Idol KS-2 has the ability to play up to 20 tracks in any order you 
desire. 


. In stop mode, press the ‘PROGRAM’ button (2, pg 3) once. 

. Use the ‘SKIP UP/DN’ buttons (12/13 ,pg 3) to locate your first track. 

. Press ‘PROGRAM’ once. This track is now stored in the KS-2’s memory. 

. Repeat steps 2-3 to program up to 20 tracks. The LCD display will show 
you the total number of tracks currently stored. 

. Press ‘PLAY’ (3, pg 3) to begin playing your programmed tracks. 

. You can preview the order of your programmed tracks by repeatedly 
pressing the ‘PROGRAM’ button. 

7. You can clear the program memory by pressing ‘STOP’ or opening the 

CD lid. 


PROGRAM 
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USING THE MICROPHONE CONTROL 


Plug a microphone into either ‘MIC1’ or ‘MIC2’ sockets (5/9 pg 3). Before 
you use the microphone, ensure that the ‘MIC VOLUME’ level (4, pg 3) is 
set to a low position. To switch on the microphone, push the switch on the 
microphone body to the ‘ON’ position. 


The ‘MIC VOLUME’ knob adjusts the microphone volume level only and 
should be adjusted along with the ‘MASTER VOLUME’ (10, pg 3) until the 
desired vocal/music mix is achieved. 


The depth of echo which is applied to both microphone channels can 
be adjusted by turning the ‘ECHO’ knob (6, pg 3) clockwise to increase 
the depth of echo, or anti-clockwise to reduce down to ‘0’ if no echo is 
required. 


Take care not to turn the MIC VOLUME too high when in close proximity to 
the KS-2 or external loudspeakers, as feedback will occur.

Use The ‘MIC VOLUME’ knob to adjusts the 
microphone volume. 
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Use The ‘ECHO’ knob to adjusts the depth of 
echo applied to both mic channels. 





UNDERSTANDING MULTIPLEX 


Multiplex is a term used to describe the separation of the background music 
from the vocal track. By recording the background music on the left channel 
and the vocal track on the right, it is possible to mix the two to gain a vocal 
version of a song, or play just the background music and you would normally 
expect to hear on a karaoke track. 


USING THE AVC (AUTO VOCAL CUT) CONTROL 

Sometimes, when singing karaoke it is easy to loose your place or become 
embarrassed. When playing the vocal track on a multiplex disc, it is possible 
to replace the singers voice with your own as soon as you start singing into 
the microphone by using the ‘AUTO VOICE (cut)’ control (8, pg 3). If you 
then subsequently stop singing, the singer on the recording will resume to 
pick up where you left off. 


It is also possible to adjust the amount the singers voice is reduced so that 
it does not leave all of the singing to you.. 


Turning the ‘AVC’ control clockwise will increase the amount the singers 
voice is reduced. Turning the ‘AVC’ control completed anti-clockwise to the 
‘MIN’ position will turn this feature off resulting in the singers voice on the 
track being at full volume along side your own singing voice. 


The setting of this control is down to user preference and should be adjusted 
until the desired level is achieved

TROUBLE SHOOTING 


No power when * Mains socket not switched on, or faulty. 
switched on * Plug not fully inserted into wall socket. 

* Mains fuse has blown inside plug. 

* Mains fuse has blown inside unit, this will 
need to be replaced by a qualified service 
technician. 

* Power cord has become faulty, this should 
be replaced immediately by a qualified 
service technician. 


* Power not turned on 
* Volume control set to ‘0’ 
* Microphones are not connected 


The CD will not load * Check disc is not loaded upside down 
* Check disc is clean and not damaged 


The CD is skipping * Check that the disc is not scratched, dirty, 
or damaged 
* Ensure the KS-2 is on a firm level service 


Microphone does not * Microphone not switched on, or faulty 
work * Microphone volume set too low 
* Master Volume set too low 


Loud Buzz or hum * Audio cables have become entangled with 
mains cables, or faulty 





CARE AND MAINTENANCE 


To clean the KS-2, wipe its case with a slightly moist lint-free cloth. Do not 
use any cleaning fluids containing alcohol, ammonia or abrasives. Do not 
spray aerosol on or near the CD loading tray. 


Always use original packaging if it is necessary to transport the unit at any 
time. 


If this unit is used in dusty environments, it may be necessary to have the 
unit serviced at your local dealer periodically. It is not advisable to allow 
large deposits of dust to accumulate within this unit as it may prevent correct 
cooling. Similarly dust deposit which become damp can sometimes lead 
to electrical problems which may cause severe damage to the delicate 
electronics within this unit.
